wlii'-.pering galleries of tho east." 

V'iseouiit .Morley, in defending the 
govi.rninent's i)olic>-. agreed with Lord 
Curiion that the trouble was largely 
due to tho Jaiuinose victory. Tho gov- 
ernment had no reason, ho continued, 
to doubt the Ameer's loyalty ami 
friendship. Regarding the Indian agi- 
tation. It did not Intend to adopt the 
remedy of '.•martial law and no damned 
nonsense," but while tho enforcing of 
the la"iv and the preserving of order 
would not be determined by bombs and 
outrages, it would persevere in Its pol- 
icy In the direction of giving all grades 
of Indians "some handling of their own 
affairs."

Threaten- 
ing letters \vere found in his house, 
and tile iiolicc; went to work on tlie 
I'oul. i)l;iiy theor\'. .'But iJefore long 
tlrey began to lo-nl: fiii-ther afield, and 
soon had no doubt tiiat Lewis v.'as 
ailves and well. 

Months after this it was discovered 
that l^ewis yas in Vancouver, lie re- 
mained there for a year or two, after-- 
wards returning to 'Winnipeg and tak- 
ing up his residence in "Vancouver iln- 
ally. Ho Is said to have owned a good 
deal of property in 'Vancouver.

They 
have nearly all gone to their reward, 
and we think it can be said of them, 
with perfect Justice, that,. while every- 
thing- thisy did to accomplish their 
high object.s may not stand tho clos- 
est inspection, their motives cannot bo 
called in (luestion, and there is none 
of them to v/hosc charee It can bo 
laid that they sacrificed the public 
Interest for their private welfare. 
Doubtless ihere were imperfections In 
their work, but as a whole it was well 
done. The nation that was born on 
July 1st. 1867, was founded in pa- 
triotism and self- sacrifice, and there 
can be no surer basis for a permanent 
nationality.

While so far as Major Hndgins i.s 
personally concerned, the inquiry into 
tile cost of the National Transcontin- 
ental Railway was a complete fiasco, 
the lnvi!.-itigation has not Ijoen wh.iUy 
barren of good results.

MOTORS. 

It is not in Victoria alone, or ev'en in 
Como.\. that there is great hostility to 
the motor car. Public opinion In Eng- 
land is becoming arou.ifd ovi'r thorn 
because of their ilrstruct i\'.-ness to the 
highwajs and their nienace to life and 
property. The London Nation says tho 
liberty of the road Is lost aiid r-'ds: 
"The dust nuisance is unabated. 'Phr 
horse vehicle, the cyclist and the pedes- 
tlian are almost driven off siune of the 
main roads, which as ratepa\ers they 
ha\'e still to maintain. Property is do- 
rireclated, the amenities of the country 
—the great source of refreshment to 
the jaded townsman — are more and 
more destroyed, and in largo measure 
streets and some country roads have 
ceased to be safe for children or for 
the Infirm." On the part of the motor- 
ists it Is claimed that people must 
adapt themselves lo the new conditions. 
Motors, tliey say, have come to stay, and 
people must adjust their arrangements 
to that fact. It Is true, adds one of 
ttieni, ihat they are dangerous to chil- 
dren placing ill '.he ro.'id, but children 
ought not to |ilay in the road. There Is 
something In that, ljut the motorist I;' 
not the only person who has rlglits 
that must be respected. The highways 
were not m=ide for him. fHe is, In a 
sense, an Intruder on them. He did not 
pay for them; they were not niado for 
his convenience and he declines to pay 
an extra tax because ho destroys them. 
The manner in which he fllnge dust In 
the faces of people and all over the 
nearby country Is a very -grave nuis- 
ance. There Is no use In .saying that 
the use of motors must be stopped. Wo 
all remember George Stevenson*': 'ro- 
rnark; "If will be bad for tho coo." 
We must make up our mind.", to have 
motors; wo must make up our minds 
that motors wlil.be.arl^^^en' Tn'orB mpidly 
tjiati horscci go aa'i' riiie, and 'Vvo must 
devise some way of 'adjusting, other

To- 
day much of it is a waste and a wll- 
dernes.s. is that anything to you 
and me? 

My brother, in tin year.s a man is 
going to force you to rent a iiouse of 
hini and to j)ay double what son do 
Kiiv,'. In twenty years \-erj- li-w of u.i 
\>.ill hi- alile to al'fiird even rented 
bouses, in thirty years Amerir.-i will 
no longer be able to bulkl houses of 
wood unless you shall in the tneantimu 
ieraenHjer tiiat you own A'm6fica, ybu" 
who found It, fought for It, and who 
ought to have ^ pride In It, if only 
for the sal;e of what It might have

Wlii n We lirst owned this country, 
oni'-h:ilf of Its total area was covered 
with the grandest forests that ever 
grew in any iiortion of tlu' world, the 
richest, the most useful, the niost 
valuable f.u- the luilliiing of a civlllza- 
tioM. J e.s, we Iiiui Il l' s. \\ j lui. for- 
eslK that set the llrst \s-hitcs v.dio saw 
this country wild with admiration, 
men who came hero from the reforest- 
ed Iiluroije. They wore all ours. Now 
they are all gone. Aro they reared 
In lasting structures of a great civili- 
zation? No, at least one-half of them 
arc ashes or rotted mold. Half of 
what wo have left today also will bo 
ashes or rotted moid. They will never 
rest in the beams and walls of abiding 
homes. 

Il.-id we giuu^ on across this contin- 
ent and left the reinnaiit.s of our 
standing woods, we .still should have 
aljiiiiilance ; but wc have gone hack a 
second and a third time, gleaning 
more e.x.aetlj- each little hit of wood, 
until we have reapi-il our fm-ests as 
sheep reap the gra.ss lands, leaving 
nothing behind to grow. \Vc have used 
i vei -Increasing appliances for speed 
and thoroughnes.s, to supply an over- 
Incren^lng demand, at an ever- 
increasing price. Wo are converging 
In ever -increasing numbers, with .an 
ever-incroaslng zeal, upon what Is 
'eft, and In our haste, to get It nil wo 
are pernilltlng an ever-lnereasliia 
wa.ste and riiln of the original supply. 

The highest estimate of our remain- 
ing hardwood Is four hundred billion 
feet. For lumber, tie.s, post.s, manu- 
facture's, fuel, etc., wo use twen1y-(lvn 
billion feel per annum or more. At 
this rate It will take us sixteen years 
to use uj) all the rest of our hard- 
wood — If we do not burn It, and If tho 
demand remains tho same. A plea.sant 
prospect, 1b It not? 

All. our standing timber \i estimated 
tp be 80^e>vhdre between fourteen' 
hundred and. two thdlirsaifd^illloh feet.' 



If we use forty billions per annum, 
wo can run thirty-live to llfty yetu-.s 
at the present rate, provided we do 
not have any waste. If wo use one 
hundred billions per annum, our tim- 
ber wdll last fourteen to twenty years, 
on the .same basis. If we use one 
hundred and lifty billions jier annum 
In nine to thirteen years our timber 
will all bo gone! Counting the natural 
growth under prevailing methods, we 
could add ten years to these terms; 
but that means If there la no waste' 
111 any private operations, and we can- 
not control the operations on private 
lands under any laws we now have. 

What will this country Offer to our 
cniiilren when tin; trees are gone? 
Look at Persia, As.<>-ria, the land of 
f'anaan, (.'liina. Tbcy are wa.stes. 
l.'lilna IS the best Instance of a land 
that nevin- cared for forestrN'. She 
Inillds houses now of little poles, uses 
for fuel sapllng.s, ylirubs. herbage. 
Her chlldn-n literallv comb the liill- 
slfles for bits of roots and shrubs for 
fiud and fodder. The land is bared to 
the bone. It a land of Hood.-. Vil- 
lages arc swept ;iway, liard-tilkd fields 
ruined. Starvation always stalks in 
China. Irrigation Is necessary, but 
since tho springs are dry. water for 
Irrigation mpst be raised In buckets 
from deep wells. Altol'nate floods and 
w.itor famines follow tho waste of for- 
ests — as the rdlisborg n.K.d m.d 
olher.s In our own country testify. 

On th.. other hand, y.iu may see 
wb;it. fiirestry has ibuie fur lOurope. 
.'.ei:,;!' ■:■>;-'•.! ••!■'!* ''no ..tree.'--, nlihooi'b 
they have cost liunilr.'ds of years. In 
tiermany he who cut.s a tree plants 
one, and no cutting Is dono save witii 
tho consent of an expert. England 

Ills oaks. Ii"rance plants trees In rows 
from .".red.", a:: any otlier crn]i. and 
reii|iH tho matured crop in .strips. It 
Is profltable. to. raise, trees In a coun- 
try where they sell twigs In fagots for 
fuel, sell tho bark, sell each Item of 
t;,.,i '->t^Bt pro i'let. as with passing 
yi ars of cIvillBauon becomf^s ni. . t 
Imijoratlve by iiecessary. And Europe 
has proved that tlie States that spend 
tho most in -forestry get the greatest 
net returns on their money. 

Of course, wo can act or refuse to 
act, as wn like. We can continue to 
import more ))opulation than we can 
house or handle, and we can continue 
to misgovern that population. We 
can continue to respect nothing luit 
"succesK" no matter hfiw un.-erupuliiiis 
it may he. Perhaps, afLcr all, we do 
not euro for any renuMlv. Pcrliniis ;if- 
ler iill, we prefer to slniw the world 
that the .^merK-:in Jlepiibllc Is a fail- 
nrc; that Its men and methods aro 
eorru|it; tlmt Its people are cowards 
?it heart, unready, covetous, weak. 
Prrliaiis we shall prefer to sop tho day 
■when America — In mental attitude if 
not physical aspect a crana between 
the worst of .Burppe and the worst of 
China, a leper among the nations — ■ 
shall sit outside tho gate, with sack- 
cloth on her unhoused head .and cry, 
"Unclean! Unclean!"

United States Viceroy of Paci- 
fic Dependency Tell.s of 
Its History, . ... • 



"For many years," reniarlced Capt. 
Chariea B. T. .Moore of tliu United 
States navy, and ex-Governor ol: Tu- 
tuUa (pronounced too-too-woc-lah) or 
the American portion of the Samoan 
Island group whicli Is under American 
control, "Great' Britain, Germany and 
llio United .Slates had conl'licthiB in- 
terosts in Samoa, and during this 
period, as soiuv may still Vividly re- 
member, and in tlie year 188!), a hurrl- 
cau oi; extreme violence wreolied the 
tJeniuin and American squadrons, ul- 
tlioufjh each . nationality succeeded 
oventually In saving one of thbir three 
stranded vessels. But In 1890 ,i tri- 
partite agreement was signed on llio 
part of Great Britain, the United 
States nnd Germany, under which all 
itsroed that no action should be taken 
ill respect to tljese islands unlest: all 
were in conipk-ti^ accm-il on the siil)- 
Ject. In laH'J. however, a scinaljl.'le 
arose over the kinK-'^liil) of Samoa; the 
Uritish and .Vniericans .siistainUn; 
.Malletoa Tana and tlie Germans stip- 
portliifj the claims of ^.Uilaal'a. And 
ufler a little bit of a fib'lit, which re- 
sulted In tlie defeat of the Jiritisli and 
Amerieans by the Kanioans, a treaty 
was signed In ISUO in Berlin whereby 
the United States and German solemn- 
ly surrendered all their claims In the 
Tongau group, which claims, as a. mat- 
tor of fact, however, had no oxlsfenco 
whatever to Great Britain, while 
Groat Britain, on her part, solemnly 
surronUered all her claims, which 1 
may sny wore etiually Imaginary, in 
the Samoan group, to the United States 
and German.\-, v.lio at once and with 
some alacrity, proceeded, witli the coii- 
senl of CJreal Britain, to divide these 
Islands liiftv>-ei;u them, all of Samoa 
cast of tlic ITlsf nirrldiaii lielnj,' con- 
ceded to the United States, while Ger- 
many assumed comrol of all west of 
that meridian. 

A Naval Station. 
The United States utlll^ied the East- 
ern part of the group as a iia\-ai sta- 
tion, under tlie name of Tutuliu ,plac- 
liiij it at first under the direction of a 
niival commaiidatil, although subse- 
quently, for reasons which were con- 
sidered quite sufficient by the United 
States government, tlio iiosition of 
commandant was abolished and the 
title of t'dvernur was conferred in its 
stead upon the liolder of the supreme 
office, and I became the first governor 
under the new regime, all the otlio 
occupants liavimr been commandants. 

"Now, of course. Great Britain has 
tibandoncd all pretension for all time 
to any particiijatlon in the control of 
this Important group of islands In the 
great Pacific ocean, and the United 
States and German administrations 
aro successfully working in their sep- 
arate governments,' being on the most 
harmonious tcrins possible. 
American, Sainoii or Tutulla Is, how- 
ever, an absolute monarchy, and the 
Amerlran Governor oceujiies the posi- 
tion of a moJiareh, having vested in 
himself the sole power of legislating as 
well as of interpreting, and' carrying 
into effect tlu^ laws which he, hlm- 
.self and aloiio, has promulgated. The 
natives have moreover, gladly iiccei)t- 
eil this state of thing.'*,- being very 
loyal, and. very friendly, and; very 
proud In being able to call themselves 
Americans, \vblle the same Vemarks 
hold 'true as regards the relations of 
the natives with their German ruler.s. 

The present German governor of 
Samoa is Dr. ^Villlelnl II. Soil'. Our 
relations have been of tlie most cordial 
description [.'ossible; and I may add 
that Governor .Solf is one of the ^-ery 
linest of men, whom it has ever l)een 
my privile^'e to meet, liesides being a 
tr.-ilned aiifl trilente<l adininlstrali>r, a 
splendid law.\-cn-, and a most faithful 
fi'lend 

"Botli sections of the group are iit 
tho i>reseiit time, enjoylnp; ;i ver\' 
high state of i)rosi)erit.\-," and tills caii 
fairly be attrlliuti'ti to the jieaceful 
and Intolligent administration of their 
alTairs. 

The population of German Samoa, 
is about 10,000 and of Aiiieriean Samoa 
about COCO. The German.- have poss- 
es.slon of four Island.s, with .in itrea 
of some 1,000 square mile.?; wiille tho 
.' nicricans administer six islands, 
with an area possibly of 120 square 
miles. 

To Develop Commerce ^ 

"Tho object of Germany Is t® de- 
velop the commerciftl resourcm of 
Iheir possessions, whilo tho X\ Aited 
States, which owns Pago Pago )ro- 
nounced Pango Pango), which 'riap- 
!>ens 1,1 no only decent harljor in 

the ■•u'chlpc'lagi). 'iierelj- desires to use 
'I'll'"!'- '..s ii na\al liase; and conse- 
qu.'Mtly n.i compaMson can be made 
l-i' tween the two section;!, the aims of 
the oni' governiiiont being jiurely 
commercial, and of tlie other, purely 
uiiiitary and naval. The Germans are 
endeavoring ajul with a very con.sid- 
erable degree of success to develop 
the commercial resources of their Isl- 
ands; while the Americans nre con- 
fining their pffortf., wholly or,,,,.. f,.om 
the naval features of the situation, to 
Riving as.slstnnce to tho natives in the 
way of dlspo.qing to advantage of such 
products as they raise.

Dr. ( '.'imidHdl, v.'iin, after re- 
ferring to tlu- go. Hi work Mr. Paul has 
done at the High sciiool during the 
l>u.'''t tu-enty y.^ai's, saiil: 

"On belialf of tiie puiiiis I have much 
pleasure in liiauklng you f(u' what you 
iiave done fm- them and to congratu- 
late you on the imslilon which you now 
hold as su])eiintendent of city schools. 
That is no small honor,' for Victoria is 
tho capital of the province, and Brit- 
ish Columbia Is tho lagest province of 
the great Z>6mInI6n pf Canada.

Wash, stem and .stone tart cliorrlc.=. 
Save all the Juice thai flow^ from 
tlieni and allow a jjound of yugar to 
every pound of fruit.

Preserved Strawberries.

You never 
will want to cat ham cooked in any 
other way when you have ta^teci this, 
and the pressing >nakes it cut firmly 
fur sandwiches or slioing.

Ham Toast. 

Mince finely a quarter of a pound of 
cooked ham with an anchovy boned 
and w.ashed; add a little cayenne and 
pounded mace; beat up two eggs, mix 
with the mince; add Just sufficient 
milk to keep It moist; make It auite 
hot and serve on small rounds of 
toasted or fried bread. 

To Boil Ham. 
"Wasli tlioroiighly with a cloth. Se-

There Is no time of year when the 
p.arents of Victoria should appreciate 
Its beauty and healthy situation as high- 
ly as during the summer holidays. The 
children feel little, if at all, the re- 
straints and discomforts of the cit.\- 
The close air and the opiircssivc heat 
which In all larger and ninny smaller 
cities makes tlie holidays a time to be 
dreaded are seldom felt here.

Clair's swlninilng 
bath..; ill the Gorge altonl a splendid 
opportiinit.v for exercl.se and amiise- 
pient. It ina.\' cost somi. Utile trouble 
for llie mother to send or aecoiupan.\' 
the ihlldren to the baths but the gain 
is well \vorth the sar'ridco. While the 
eliililren 'ire under Mr. St. Clair's care 
they are jjerfec'.ij safe. There is no 
finer or more healthful exercise than 
swimming and the children would not 
have a more devoted and enthusiastic 
Instructor than -Mr. St. CUilr. With so 
many ways of spending a iierfecl holi- 
day the boys and girls of this city 
should lay up a fine store of health 
and vigor r.gainst the' beginning of the 
new school term. , 

The want of suitable assembly halls 
is felt in many of the schools. /"or 
years tlie gymnasium at the Central 
Scliool has been found altogether too 
small for the accommodation of tlie 
pupils and visitors who assemble to 
.■see the closing exercises. 

There seems a disposition in some 
riuarters to dispense with the formal 
school closing. Tills seems a mistake. 
It Is fitting that the close of the ■>'ear'.s 
work should I>e looked upon as an 
eventful day in a child's life. Most 
children have worked hard and have 
made as great progress as was In their 
power. For the nilnority whol have 
neglected their opportunities, it is per- 
haps c(iua,lly necessary that they 
should Ire brought to realize how little 
they have done. 

The closing exerci.ses gU'e parents 
an oi)portunity of meeting the teach- 
ers and of showing an Interest in the 
sluUiea of their children. It is true 
that tlie school.^ are always open and 
that parents may visit theih any day. 
But people have an impression that 
their presence Is not desired In the 
schoolrooms on ordinary occasions. .\ 
visitor who goes into the classroom 
while a written e.xaniination, for Ins- 
tance, is In iirogresH will spend but 
a dull hour and it is not always pos- 
sible or advisable to break into the rou- 
tine id' scliool work. There .should, 
howe\'er, be stated times when those 
who take an interest in the schools — 
and evi>ry jiarent ought to do so — could 
be afforded an opp;)rtunlty of seeing 
what the school as a whole is doing. 
Manual work should be submitted for 
examination. The oral exercises should 
be Interesting and should be represen- 
tative of the character of the work 
done in the school. It Is Impossible 
to hold these exercises proiierly in a 
small or crowded room.

CARE qF_LACES 

Real laces rarely are washed, be- 
cause llie.v are almo.st sure to thii'licn 
.slightly and they re(|iiire careful luind- 
lliig to make them appear like new. 
Wlieii not in use fine laces shonlil be 
kept in powdered magnesia, between 
fidds of blue tissue paper. 

Wash white lace in v\arm water with 
white soaj) and ti little ammonia add- 
ed. Soak it fur an hour and then n.so 
fresh lather, and, thus get the din out. 

•If yellow put -soapy water over the 
Ice and set In the sun for day or two. 
When it is cleart rinse thoroughly. If 
you wish the d'afce cream color atid 
strong coffee tb th^ last rinsing water 
and if yoii wish, it white add a Uttlo 
bluing. ' . , 

To give lace the. body it had when 
nev/ stiffen it in gum arable water, 
made by dissolving a piece of gum 
arable the size of'a"poa' lft t)no pint of 
boiling water. '" 

Lay the lace between dry cdotlis to 
absorb the niolstu're, then clap it utjttl 
nearly dry and pull It into shape .-ufd 
pin It on to flannel, stralgljt and true. 

Be sure that each point Is in shape 
and that every loop of the pearl edge 
has a pin to hold It In place. 

Sewing Lace by Hand. 

Hand work on a garment always 
adds greatly to Its value, and while 
there are many things which It Is more 
practical in every \\ay lo sew on the 
machine, it is always preferable to sew 
lace and Insertion by hand, 

■W^'.ion sewing laCe and insertion to- 
i geihor the two edK''s arc simply over- 
handed to each <ither, working from 
left to light. When lace Is to be joined 
to the edge of any inaterial the edge, 
of the goods should be rolled ami the 
lace overhanded to the rolled edge. If 
tiie lace is to be sowed full to the edge 
it can be easily gathered. In the sel- 
voiige of most all laces there Is a stout 
thread which will serve for gathering 
threa<l. Ue carefull not to break the 
thread when i)iilllnR the lace on It, as 
It would then have lo be gathered with 
a needle and thread. When lace In- 
sertion la to be set In plain In a gar- 
ment the garment Is cut where the In- 
sertion Is to be placed and tho it^'o 
edges aro rolled and overcast to the 
edges of the insertion.

A Narrow Escape. 

News was broughl by the. Hleanier 
Maranui ul' the narrow escape from di:3- 
aster of the. American shin i'teuce, coal 
laden from Newcastle for S.m Francls- 
i.o which put buck to .Sydnex', with 
water risiny rapidly upon her pumps 
after being buffeted in a stronj;- gale 
ilurlng whicli slie was hove to uiider 
l(jwer topsail. The vessel v.'as severely 
strained, and her .cargo shifted. Sound- 
ing of the wells showed four feet of 
water In the hold. The pumps kei)t 
tills in cheek for a time, but it increas- 
ed and after some e-Kciting experiences 
the vessel cveulually g'ot bacic to San 
i'"rancisco with si.x feet of water in her. 

The steam pumps worked by the 
donkey engine became deranged and 
the hand pump had tu be solely relied 
upbn. The Reuce continued to labor 
heavily, and all hands were called up- 
on to work night and day. The position 
became oven more -critical when the 
hand pump broke down owing to the 
padting carrying away. By this time 
the water had increased to 5 feet 9 
inches. After a few hours' work the 
carpenter succeeded in repairing the 
pump, and the volume of water was 
temporarily reduced. EJventually the 
hand pump was worked by the captain 
itnd the cabin boy, ,>yhl!8 the •sailors 
were employed below "in trimming the 
ahlfled cargo. .\o sooner hud the Reuce 
been rlghtiHl, li<j\vc\-er, than she gave 
a sudden lureii, and lier cargo moved 
over to the other side. 

For several days all the sailors and 
some of the officers were engaged In 
movlngs the coal cargo, while the re- 
m.ainder of tlie ship's Cv»nipttny took 
their torn at the hand pumps. When 
the gales modoratpd the Reuce had 5 
feet 3 Inches of water In her holds, but 
lb<-. ptini" iM became disabled and 
the water continued to gain on the 
vessel. The master then resolved to 
make for S-i'dney, the uciirest port, and 
much to the relief of all on board 
favorable winds were met with on the 
run back. 

There wad six f-set of wnter In the 
hold on arrival. The Rouce is a wooden 
vessel of 1925 tons gross, and 1601 torn 
net, and was built in 1881 b.v Mr. 
Thompson at Kennobunk, in the Stale 
of iMalne She is 229 feet 2 Inches In 
length, with a beam of 41 feet and a 
(l':'pth of 27 feet I Inch, and Is owned 
by the Cahfoi'ulan Shlpijlng company 
of San Francisco,. af .which .port. she l.s 
r^glst.eroS.

COASTI NG RE GULATIONS 

Foreign Steamers Towing in Canadian 
Waters Must Not Break Their 
Tow 



Castaways on Lonely Southern 
Isle Were Sending Farewell

The coasting regulations In respect 
to foreign vessels have been amended 
•no that sections five and six now read 
as follows, says an Ottawa despatch 

of yesterday: 

(u) Foreign vessels may tow other 
vessels or things from a foreign port 
to a Canadian port, but if they drop 
or jiart from iiny such \-cssel or thing 
in tow for tlie purpose of moving the 
same further in Canadian waters. 

(tl) Foreign vessels may tow otlior 
vessels or things from .a Canadian luun 
to a foreign port, Iiut having parted 
from such vessels or things for, or any 
of them, ill Canadian waters, lliey can- 
not ag.ain take so.cb ".^ssels or thing); 
In tow io move them fiirtlier i;: Caua- 
illan waters; but file ])ree<-ding rule 
is not to apply to an accidental part- 
ing of HUcdi \-essel \,y Ini-akiiig of 
hawsers or t(-mporaiy damages, o'- if 
the parting takes idaee In eoii.sei|uenc(- 
of moving the tow in any of tlie canals 
of the IJominion of Canada. The new 
Iiortlon of the regulatlmia is containe<l 
In section 6 commencing with the 
words: "Or of the parting etc."

time when they wero almost Indif- 
foi'ont."

large amount, tho extent of which is 
unknown, by rc-gislered mall. 

The steamship S'.jokaue completed 
the first excursion trip <>L' the season, 
and it proveil one of the most suc- 
cessful that the company has ever run 
to Southeastern Alasdca. C. U. Dim.'uin, 
giuieral passenger agent of tlie com- 
pany, accompanied the 131 excursion- 
ist.i, and. Sirs. Mary JO. liart, known 
from one end of .Alaska to the other, 
made the trip as a. lecturer, giving 
addresses and explaining tlio history 
and chief pointsl of interest of the 
ports touched, as well as the folk-lore 
and customs of the natives.

Steamship Services in Connection 
With United States Railroads 
Suffer by New Ruling

Many shipping men iiuenesieit in 
transiiacifle trade are greatly aroused 
over the ruling of tlie iiilei state i.uiii- 
nierce commission which will compel 
United States railroads to pubiisli the 
short-haul rates sliureil by them wltii 
the steamr.hip lines. .Shipping men 
across the border are collecting data 

showing the how tiie lieei.-il.pli V, i 11 
handicap the United States shipping 
and the British and Japanese lines af- 
filiated with United States railroa<ls, 
and favor the lines via the Suez canal. 
The Tacoma Ledger says: "In brief, the 
new order requires that railroads .sliail 
make public their pro rata share of 
through rates. As 'is well known, 
through rates, say from Pittsburg to 
Yokohama, via Tacoma, are divided be- 
tween two or three railroads ami a 
steamship company. The eomniisslon 
does not rociuiro the steamship lines to 
publish what they receivi; of the 
through rates, the commission recog- 
nizing the fact that it has no Juris- 
diction aver these' over-sea carriers, 
but it does require tlic railroads 
freighting cargo to tidewater to mnlte 
known what shard 'Of tho through rate 
they receive. •loi^' > 

in order to meet, ^poz canal competi- 
tion the Irtuiscoi^tlnental railroads, as 
a rule, are obliged to quote almost as 
low rates on overland fj-eiglit to the 
Orient as on merchandise consigned 
to Pacific coast pgints. With tho jiub- 
llcatlon of their share of through ratios, 
it Is declared, the rnJlroiads will be 
obliged to maintain" the>eame rates on 
domestic freight ']n order to make a 
profit. Were they to quote propor- 
tional rates, leaving the rates to tho 
Orient at the same figures as at pres- 
ent, they would be driven out of busi- 
ness. In other woials, they cannot 
Cjuoto export rales less than their do- 
mestic rates. 

The result will he. It is declared, that 
the rtiUroads will maintain ])reHent tar- 
iffs on domestic freight, wlileh forms 
the lnrg(> bulk of their business, and 
retire from the transpacific trade. 

Wliili! It is admitted that the new 
rule will greatly injure all steamship 
lines running from this coast, with the 
exception of the t.'anadlan Pacific, 
v.-hlch is only slightly affected by this 
United States regulation, those steam- 
ship lines operated by railroads will 
suffer very little In comparison with 
the independent transpacific lines. 
vThe Canadian Pacific and Southern 
Pacific own and operate their own 
steamer lines, while the Oregon Rail- 
road iS: Navigation has its cluirtered 
Btetimers from Portland. Tlusi; com- 
panies will not be so seriously handi- 
capped as will the Holt steamers, Bod- 
wei, l^i Co., Ltd., Pacific coast a/Tciits, 
:uid tlio fleet opernted by Waterhouse 
it- Co- These lines are liulepemlent 
ami a.re operate'd oniy uiiiier uarfk- 
agreements witii the railroads. 

It i.s cl.ainied th.at the result of tiu: 
commission's new regtiiatlon will be to 
force the railroads to h;indle only do- 
iiiestlc overland eai go, whili; they will 
refuse to take freight consigned to the 
Orient, us under the rates which will 
be in force there will be notliing left 
for tho steamers operating under traf- 
fic agreements. 

Steamship men assert that thousands 
of tons of freight, now coming over- 
land and t^ans-ahlpped to the Orient 
at Tacoma and other Paget sound 
ports, will find :ita way to New York 
and thence to Aslatlo countries via 
the Suez canal. 

In other words. Pacific coa.st trade to 
the far ISast Will be confined alisoluie- 
ly of lumber, flour and grain. This 
will mean a great reduction in the 
t:ommerce of this coast. 

.\'ot only will it result, it is a:-sertel 
in the Ijest informed circles, la roiiljing 
these steamship lines of outward 
frei.ght coii.sisting of tobacco, clgiir- 
eltes, machinery, cotton ami j)iece 
goods, raw cotton and much otiier 
cargo coming from the K;istern states 
and ijound for the Urieni, imi n will 
take from them the imports from tho 
far Fast. ICvery year tlioiistmd.s of 
tons of hi mp, ten, silk, firecrackers, 
matUnij, porcelain Chinese curios, pn^- 
vislona etc., come to this country via 
Tacoma and other coast ports. The 
new rule will operate against ilils 
coast with equal severity in tho case 
of imports as with exports. Tho pro- 
ducts of the Orient Will be diverted 
from the Pacific coast to tho Suez 
cunal. 

"If this ruling goes into effect,' .said 
a iiromlnont shipping man yesterday, 
"It will mean the stopping of all I'ugct 
sound commerce except that original - 
Ing on tlie coast. Cf course It won't 
hurt the steaiiK'rs owned by r.allroads 
HO mucli, as those railroads .'an In some 
way or other manage to get revenue 
for their water carriers. However, It 
will drive the non-rallroad-owned lines 
out of this trade entirely," 

At present through rates via Ihe Pa- 
cific coast to the Orient, or vice versa, 
are higher tlian via Ihe Suez canal. 
However, the Pitclflc route has the ad- 
vantage of much (uilcker tlellvory. 
Still with tho transpacific companies 
there is a continual offort to reduce

Wo are not at all sure that 
Indian GIvll servants are in a much 
easier pnsiti m than the he'ad ot the 
India oflice, for they also liave to bi.'ar 
In mitui — perliaiis ;i little too cmi- 
stantiy—the searching and ofte.i un- 
iiecessarj- scrutiny to wliicdi their 
niinute.st acts ;ire now subjei.-lecl In 
jiarliaiuent.

Few 
will differ from Lord Morley in his 
dictuiu that a policy of pure reiireg- 
.slon Is nnde.-ilrablo and impossible; 
but no repression can bo too swift or 
severe for tho dlagl'aceful incitements 
which have of late'stkiiied the pages 
of the wilder iniblicatlons of the Indian 
press. 

Tho eloquent sjicocli of the Secre- 
tary of State for India comes with 
Sficcial force at the jiresent moment, 
when the Indian Civil Kervleo Is fac- 
ing ditncnUies which in former days 
were unknown. No iloiiht Indian 
eivlil.'ins of an earlier era wr-ri- often 
confronted by grave conipllcatloii.'; of 
,a kind this generation has never bad 
to encounter; iiut lliey hud a bapider 
lot, on the whole, because In their day 
the admlnlstratlvo machine was not 
the vast and complex structure It has 
since become. Nowadays, Indian ad- 
ministrators have to work amid now 
and perplexing and often exasperating 
political condition.-!, and always with 
the harassing conselinisness tliat, 
wliatever baijpens, the ordinary worii 
of government, whicii already absorlis 
and soniethnes exhausts their euer- 
gii-s, must ste.'uiilv continue. Despite 
flie^e trials, the members of the In- 
dian civil service, and of tlie niiiner- 
oiis auxlliarv s<-rviees lln-y enulrol, 
eontliuie to dlspluN- that steadfast de- 
votion to dutv, tnut exalted readiness 
for self-sacrltice, that calmness In 
moments ot omcrgoncy, and that pa- 
tient endurance ot unfair and often 
venomous criticism, which in the p;ist 
have been among tho distingulsliiii 
characteristics of llio repre.scntatives 
of British rulo in Indi.o. We liear it 
said sometimes that the clianicter of 
the Indian civil servlci- has changed 
Init u-e are eonviiiecd that the spirit 
wliK-b animates and. sometimes en- 
nobles its great eiuin.'ivors iiiinioili- 
lii-d and unweakene-d. For examide. 
In the miilsl ol all the unwiiolesoiiio 
excitements to wliicli Iiubn has of late 
bi-en a iirev. the civil servants of the 
I'liited Provinces have been silently 
laboring to allevlu#'i the distress caus- 
ed h.\- tainine amid large masses of the 
population. The famine has befen for- 
tunately far more limited In area than 
was at one time feared, but it has Im- 
posed a heavy and ceaseless strain 
upon many officials whoso humane 
work, we are afraid, is .Tlmost un- 
regarded by th(-ir coiiutr.vmen at home. 
Tile fine qualities of l-higlisliinen in, 
India shine fortli at their lie.-t amid 
such scenes of .surfcring. Tlie [ire- 
valent notion that the Indian civil 
service is renctionarv- In its tendencios 
is, we believe, to a great extent erro- 
neous. .A very large prn|)ortioii ot 
eivilians In India npiireciate the need 
for reasonable reforms in adminis- 
tration, and contemplate without hos- 
tility, and often with considerable 
sympathy, such of tho natural aspira- 
tions of the people In their charge 
as are legitimate and consistent witli 
continued loyalty. But it Is no part 
of their duty to give a lead In such 
matters, and liencc an attitude of re- 
ticeiico is occasionally quite wrongly 
mistaken for opiiosition. AVe do not 
('.oiilit that wluii, in the fullness of 
time, tiiosi^ measures .-it wli!,.. Lord 
.Miirle\- hinte-d are d'-vlscd for MiodU'y- 
ing the iire.-^ent system, tiie Indian 
(-Ivll service will be Coiiiui heartily co- 
o|ier.iting in the ta^dc of adapting 
existing inelhod.s to cliaiiging needs. 

'I'll.- two alle-alious most frequently 
brought against tlie Indian civil ser- 
vice are that it i.s ^'uot so good as it 
used to be." and that it is out of 
touch with tlte people.

Tlioy achieved great 
deeds because of the greatness and 
the novelty ot tlicir oi>porluiiilies.

ON ANOTHER TOWN 



Mexican Revolutionists As- 
. sault Garrison of Palomas, 
Chihuahua • 



El I'lirio, 'ifxas, June SO^Tho first 
rovolutloniiry outbreak In the republic 
ot jNlexIco beyond the borders lU' 
cjoahtilla, occun-od thi.s niornlns- at 
four o'cluck, uiioii tlio garrison at 
Valomas, Clilhualiua, 7U mlleo west of 
tills city was attacked ' by a band of 
50 mon, v.lio won: ropul.sed with a losa 
of one killed and one captured. 

Tljere were J-l guards stationed at 
tin; guard post wiien the attack 
Htartod. Most of tiie Insurrectionists 
urQ urmed with rude weapons and 
Uoma m&CtQ Implemeius of warfare 

According to a despatch received 
hero from Columbus, N.M., across thci 
river from Palomas, Juau Correou, tho 
Alexlcan general, arrived thero from 
Palomas bringing despatches to his 
govfi-nment concerning the attack. Jt 
ijogan wliun a bomb was thrown into 
the telegraph office. iTius sluittlng off 
communication with outside polnt.s 
Several hundred shots were fired and 
many bombs thrown ut lliu lieadquai 
tors of the officers during the fi.^jht 
Which followed. Owing to tlie fact that 
the bombs were lU-tlmea, the officer 
'vere able to tiirow them away before 
they exploded, thus saving tho build 
nig and thoSr own lives. The fight 
lasted one hour, after which the at- 
tacking party fled to the mountains 
west oi; Palomas. 

One man was killed, but it seems he 
was ii nuu-coiubataiit. One revolu- 
Uonlst was ^in'erely wouiuled. Xie 
.'^poaks goiHl Kngli.sli, and tiu; Mc.vlcan 
authorities lliink lie is a native of 
Mew .\Ie.\lco. This lile.-i is confirmed 
by the report of the section foreman 
from illmbrus, seven miles west uf 
;h«Ee, to tho effect that from 30 t(j SO 
irien assembled there yesterday. They 
would not allow him to leave tiia yardd 
•during Die day. They had two large 
bundles of rifles, and bought provi- 
sions. They left Mlmbrus, ■ a sta- 
tion on the Kl Paso and Southwestern, 
about midnight last night. 

There is a U. S. oustomsj official at 
Columbus, and all the customs force 
lis (held in reserve In case of possible 
trouble. 

It l.s reported that an attack Is 
planned for tonight at Guadaioupe, In 
Chihuahua, near Port Hancock, Texas, 
50 miles east pf 131 Paso. Dynamite 
Was discovered under the rssldence of 
the mayor of Juares today, and the 
iriayor and his family have removed 
to El Paso temporarily. 

Revolutionists Shot. 

San Antonio, Toxa.v, .lune o(J. — .V de- 
spatch from Del Ulo. Texas, says: It 
is reported hero that a ciMni)any of 
rurale^ today surrounded a detach- 
ment of eight of tho revolutionists 
who. attacked the little town of Las 
Vttcas, and. that a fight occurred In 
thii motintalris to the soulhw(^st ot the 
city. The revolutionists wore short cjf 
ammunition, and wltii the exchange of 
u few volleys their ammunition be- 
came exhausted. The ruralea are re- 
porled to have charged the hiding 
I)lac-o of the tevohitlonlsts, and despite 
the fact that they offered to Surrender 
sliot them to death. 

In compliance with orders received, 
tile troops of tile Third cavalrj', for- 
nierly stationed at Fort Clark, left San 
Antonio by rail for Del Rio at six 
o'clock tonight. I'lje troops were un- 
der command of First Lieut. D. Cul- 
lon and Second Lieut. A. IJoone. In 
all there were six officers and SO en- 
listed men. Thoy carried with tlicni 
ratlon.s for ten days. In accordance 
with instructicns recciveii by Lieut. 
Hunter, Jn charsc of t\v; (luarter- 
niaslcr's department, arr.ingements 
have been made for rations for as 
many troops as may be sent to tho 
border by Gcu, Meyer.

That the llowing supply of sloeli is 
scanty is obvious from the diilieulty 
with which shorts get back what they 
have sold. There was nothing today 
to change opinions on these Important 
underlying conditions.

company had a like influence. .Miieli 
attention Is given In the currriit dis- 
cussion in the llnaneial district to tho 
alternative of wage reductions or rate 
advances which It Is believed will be 
forced on railroads bj' the shrinkage 
In their earning jiowcr.
